Would Tax Income and Outgo 


In the readjustment of surtaxes, Mr 
Houston proposes the division of in- 
comes into “saved or reinvested,” and 
“spent.” On the former class, he 
would limit the highest tax to 20 per- 
cent, while the income spent would 
be subjected to a tax ranging as high 
as 50 percent. 

Under the plan proposed by the 
secretary, incomes between $5000 and 
$6000 would be taxed 2 percent on 
the part saved and the same on the 
part spent. The same ratio with a 
graduated increase would apply to 
incomes up to $380,000, where the 
maximum of 20 percent on saved in- 
come is reached. From $30,000 to 
$40,000, the rates would be 20 per- 
cent on saved and 25 percent on 
spent; $40,000 to $50,000, 20 percent 
and 30 percent; $50,000 to $75,000, 
20 percent and 35 percent; $75,000 
to $100,000, 20 percent and 40 per- 
cent, and over $100,000, 20 percent 
and 50 pereent or a total tax of 70 
percent. 

The present maximum rate is 
percent on incomes of $1,000,000, but 
Mr Houston dec! it has. “long 
passed the point of its minimum pro- 
ductivity,” since it encourages tne 
investment in tax-exempt securities.

WASHINGTON, Dec 13—Repeal of 
nearly all the wartime laws and a 


/one-year ban on practically all im- 
| migration were voted today by the 


lower house of Congress, while the 
Senate passed the resolution reviving 
the War Finance Corporation. Each 
measure now goes to the other house. 

Tomorrow the House Committee on 
Rules will bring in a special rule to 
limit debate on the resolution offered 
by Representative Reavis, which 
would provide for a Congressional 


| survey of the Government’s adminis- 


trative departments. Action on the 
floor will follow a vote on the adop- 
tion of the rule. 


Unanimous for War Law Repeal 

The Volstead resolution repealing war 
laws was adopted unanimously by the 
House, 323 votes being cast. 

The resolution, which now goes to the 
Senate, exempts from repeal only the 
trading with the enemy act, the war 
finance corporation act and its amend- 
ments, and measures dealing with the 
issuance of Liberty and Victory bonds, 

Before the final vote the House ac- 
cepted an amendment providing for in- 
clusion of the Lever Food Control act 


among the laws which the resolution 
would repeal. The amendment, which 


covers all provisions of the act with the 
exception of the section relating to rents 
in the District of Columbia, was offered 
by Representative Bland, Republican, 
indiana. It was carried a vote of 
179 to 1387. 

The resolution declares ‘“‘any act of 
Congress that by its terms is in force 
only during the existence of a state of 
war and a limited time thereafter shall 
be construed and administered as if the 
present war terminated on the date 
when’ this resolution becomes effective.”’

The second section of the resolution, 
which as introduced would have di- 
rected the extension of liberal credits 
to farmers by the Federal Reserve Sys- 
tem, was aménded to make the desira- 
bility of such a course only an expres- 
sion of opinion of Congress.

Text of Principal Sections 


The section of the resolution directing 
revival of the War Finance Corporation, 
as adopted, reads: 

‘The Secretary of the Treasury and 
the members of the War Finance Cor- 
poration are hereby directed to revive 
the activities of the War Finance Cor- 
poration, and that said corporation be 
at once rehabiliated with the view of 
assisting in the financing of the exporta- 
tion of agricultural and other products 
to foreign markets.”’ 

The resolution as adopted refers to the 
extension of credits as follows: 

“Tt is the opinion of Congress that the 
Federal Reserve Board should take such 
action as may be necessary to permit 
the member banks of the Federal Re- 
serve system to grant liberal extensions 


of credit to the farmers of the countrs 
upon the security of the agricultural 
products now held by them, by permit- 
ting the rediscounting of such notes of 
extension at a fair and reasonabDie rate 
of interest.’’
